Q. Why is an outstanding Midwestern college, 
steeped in tradition yet very much devoted to 
meeting the needs of today's student, named 
after a cloistered Carmelite nun who lived in 
sixteenth - century Spain? 

A. St. Teresa was a true scholar, one of two 
women to be honored with the title, “Doctor of 
the Church". She was a practical woman, an 
efficient administrator, a writer whose works 
are still read today. 

Q. Why is October fifteenth, feast of St. 
Teresa, celebrated as "Founder's Day" in 
institutions sponsored by the Sisters of St.

A. Over three hundred years ago, on October 
fifteenth, Bishop de Maupas assembled at the 
orphanage in LePuy, France, a group of 
women who had come together to dedicate

'dear neighbor'." To them he entrusted the 
hosptial for orphans and gave them the name 
of St. Joseph. These were the first Sisters of 
St. Joseph.

A. Both are women of the Church, women in 
love with God and attentive to the needs of the 
world. 

Q. The motto of St. Teresa is in Latin on the 
college’s logo. Can you translate?
